Manner ft Which the Fieh 
Structare to Leap. 
". onderatand how the fieh make 
wonderful leap in the 
ratand hie fianh 
dinary locomotion, And at Ub: 
thie les structure. in general the 
fish body is irregularly epindle- 
shaped’ the greatest bulk Is reward 
one end—-the head—and the back, or 
dorsal, side of the creature |s broad- 
er and heavier than the wider, oF 
ventral, side. Thus the centre of 
gravit?, in body is toward the head 
and batk. Two seta of fins are part 
of the ¢wimming equipment, the cau- 
‘dal, dorsal and anal fine being verti- 
ical, while the pectoral and ventral 
pairs of fins are more or less hori- 
sontal.

One of the peculiar custome of the 
natives in former times Was their 
method of catching fish by the use of 
intoxicants. From the fruit of a na- 
tive tree they would make @ paste 
which they enclosed in bags. The 
bags would be placed in holes in @ 
coral reef at low tide and at high 
time the fish would float to the sur- 
face in great quantitiess——some life- 
leas and others merely stupefied, but 
all easily gathered by the expert 
swimmers. 

In the mangrove swamps of the is- 
land at low tide hundreds of small 
fish with protruding eyes hop about 
in the mud and climb among the 
roots of trees.

HIGH COST OF CARELESSNESS. 


Terrible Forest Fires Come From 
Trifling Causes. 

A man dropped @ Iighted match on 
the shore of Kalamalka Lake, Brit- 
ish Columbia, on July 8th fast. 
With!n an hour a hot fire was racing 
through the underbrush. For three 
weeks after that there raged a series 


of forest fires, defying the organized | 


efforts of hundreds of men. 

At one time, 26 fire fighters were 
ringed about with flames while their 
rélatives, shut off from them and 
helpless to aid, awaited news in ter- 
rorized suspense, Only after severe 
suffering from exhaustion, thirst, 
and hanger did the band of workers 
force their way through to safety. 

That experience is a big price to 
pay for one person's foolish act in 
handling matches in a forest. The 
court fined the careless man $59, 
but that does net help the province 
to bear the enormous loss. 

One lighted match dropped on one 
inch of inflammable ground expand- 
_ed inte fifteen miles of ruin. 

In the Spruce Valley fire of British 
Columbia of the same month, eleven 
men lost their lives, most of them 
tortured to déath as they struggled 
over the mountain tops. The
